Editorials 


THE PROPOSED Representative Sher- 
STAMP ACT 
introduced a bill pro- 
viding for a stamp tax on patent medi- 
cines and toilet articles, known as bill 


H. R. 8887. It provides for a 214-cent 
stamp on one dollar preparations, 114 
cents on fifty cent preparations, and 
52 cent on twenty-five. cent prepara- 
tions. 


Theoretically we are in favor of 
taxing patent medicines out of exist- 
ence, but from the standpoint of class 
fairness we are strongly opposed to 
the proposed stamp act. Its passage 
would mean a great expense. to the re- 


ley of Kentucky has 


tail druggist, as the numerous patent 


medicines, proprietary goods and toilet 


articles would have to be stamped. 

We can see no plausible reason for 
this particular stamp act. Jamies C. 
Needham of the House Committee on 
Ways and Means, expresses his opinion 


as follows: 


The Democratic party in control of oe 
House of Representatives is reducing the 


_ revenue by taking the tariff off of so many 


articles, and if they. continue this process 


they will have to get revenue from other 


scurces. I suppose the bill in question 
has been introduced as a suggestion that 


additional revenue can be obtained from > 


these sources, and thus permit the Demo- 
eratic party to further reduce the revenue 


on articles imported. 
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I am opposed to this policy and do not 
expect to support the Sherley bill. 


Representative Julius Kahn of Cali- 
fornia, in a letter to Val Schmidt, 
dated June 12, says: ‘‘] beg to assure 
you that I am positively opposed to the 
stamp act bill. I do not think it likely 
that oye matter will come up at this 
session.’ 

Representative John E. Raker of 
California, in a letter to the Crockett 
Drug Co., gives the following advice: 


I would suggest that the druggists who 
are interested in this matter have prepared 
n statement of their position, and forward 


it directly to the clerk of the House or to 


myself, and I will then have it filed so it 
will go before the proper committee, and 
it will then have due consideration. This 


is the way a protest gets before the House 


and the committee. And if you people of 
California desire to have a hearing upon 
this bill when it is before the committee 


let me know and I will see that notice is 


sent you. | | 
Let the druggists keep awake and 


use their protest prerogative whenever 
the occasion arises. The druggists of | 


California and of all other States, for 
that matter, do not want the stamp act. 
The stamp act is such a flagrant piece 
of class legislation that we do not see 
how it could become a law. But then 
we know of other legislative acts which 
are directed against classes. Be on 
guard, even though the stamp bill is 
not acted upon at this session of Con- 
gress it is apt to bob up at the next 
session. It should be killed.

Department of Agriculture empowered 
to enforce the law. | | 
The attacks must therefore have 
emanated from the dealers and manu- 
facturers of misbranded and adulter- 


ated food, spices and drugs of which 


we know, for a positive fact, a goodly 
number are still in existence, and who 
have declared themselves the enemies 
of Dr. Wiley. In their enthusiasm 
they predicted that they had Dr. Wiley 

for sure this time. Just recently it was 
declared as almost a foregone conclu- 


sion that Dr. Wiley would be per- 


mitted to resign, Dr. Rusby would be 
summarily discharged from the Depart- 
ment and Dr. Kebler reduced in rank. 
Surely evidence of a vivid imagination.

FRUIT PRODUCTS No fruit products, 
DECOMPOSED 


VS. CHEESES pastes, Jams, jellies 


and preserves, 


made from partially decomposed fruit 


are not comparable to _ limburger, 


Roquefort and Brie cheeses, as articles — 


of food. Yes, it is true that the ripen- 
ing of cheese is due to bacterial activity 
and that the nice, glossy, yellowish, 
wrinkled membrane or coat of the 
hand cheese mother used to make, is 
practically a pure culture of bacilli. 
It is also true that beer, wine, sake, 
cider, fruit vinegars, soya sauce, 
kaumys, sour milk, ete., are due to the 
activities of bacteria, yeasts and higher 
fungi. Some can even recall how 
‘grandmother would on occasion find a 


as catsups, tomato 


jar full of jam covered with a beauti- 
ful felt-like growth of mould (Pene- 
cillium glaucum). This mould growth 
she removed with a spoon, after which 
the grandchildren relished the jam 
spread thick on bread. 

From this we are, however, not justi- 
fied in concluding that catsups, tomato 
pastes, jams, jellies and preserves, 
made from partially decomposed fruit, 
are desirable and wholesome.’ These 
substances are supposed to be made 
from fresh ripe fruit. Unfortunately 
some manufacturers imagine that the 


processing hides or covers the defective — 


fruit used. But in this they are mis- 
taken. At a single glance the micro- 
analyst can tell whether good fruit was 
used or whether the fruit was infected 
prior to manufacture or underwent de- 
composition and fermentation during 
manufacture or afterwards. From the 
examination of numerous canned fruit 


products defectiveness in the articles. 


named is due to the following causes: 

1. Use of partially decomposed fruit. 
Can be remedied by careful culling at 
the factory or in the field. _ 

2. Use of fruit refuse, peelings, etc. 
This is apt to be partially decomposed. 
Fruit refuse should not be used. 

3. Carelessness in manufacture. 


Fermentation and decomposition may 


take place. Sterilization may be in- 
adequate.

tion in the following language: 


The advocates of prerequisite legislation 
proceed on the assumption that the col- 


_leges have a monopoly of the work of 


education and without a college course no 
man can acquire competency in the art 
of dispensing. The professional standing 
of thousands of non-graduates of the 
past and of the present is proof of the 


fallacy of this assumption, but even con- 


ceding that it be warranted in a majority 
of cases, the exceptions today are suf- 
ficiently numerous to make the ineorpora- 
tion of such assumptions in State legisla- 
tion a grave injustice. Moreover, these 


two considerations are a governing force: 


First, any man desiring to enter the 


practice of pharmacy has a constitutional 


right, if qualified, to demonstrate his 
qualification before a board of pharmacy 
and to have those qualifications made 
effective by the receipt of a certificate of 
registration conferring the right to 
practice. Pharmacy laws are not made for 
pharmacists or for colleges, but for the 
protection of the public against incompe- 
tency in dispensing medicines. To the 


extent therefore that such competency, is 
insured the public is protected and no 
pharmacy act can _ constitutionally go 
further. 


So? What about the constitution- 
ality of medical, veterinary, and dental 
laws making graduation compulsory? 

Second, prerequisite legislation means 
the subordination of the Boards of Phar- 
macy to those colleges which, under such 
legislation, may dictate to the boards 
whom they may or may not accord the 
privilege of an examination. In other 
words, private institutions are given power 
over the representatives of the people on 
the Boards of Pharmacy, thus surrender- 
ing the public interest to private interest— 
a perversion of legislation not to be toler- 
ated in a free country. 

On the contrary, the college will 
have less authority and the board 
more, for the board, as a part of the 
executive machinery of the State, will 
have power. to demand that the col- 
lege conform to the requirements, and 
the college will have to come up to 
the scratch or go unrecognized. The 
boards will hold the 
the colleges. 

Our Chicago friend will have to pro- 
duce better arguments than these if 


he expects to kill the prerequisite 


movement.—Editorial Bulletin of Phar- 


macy.

G. H. P. LICHTHARDT, THE NEW 
PRESIDENT OF THE CALIFORNIA 
PHARMACEUTICAL ASSO- 
CIATION 

G. H. P. Lichthardt began his active 
work as a pharmacist nineteen years 
ago when he was apprenticed to 
Peters & Ray of Sacramento. Mr. F. 
E. Ray was a graduate of the Cali- 
fornia College of Pharmacy and very 
much interested in chemistry, and he 
no doubt had much to do in influenc- 
ing young Lichthardt to devote his 
future to chemistry and_ related 
sciences. Early appreciating the im- 
portance of a proper education, Mr. 
Lichthardt entered the California Col- 
lege of Pharmacy from which he was 
graduated in 1896. During his col- 
lege career, he was elected Senior 
Track Captain, having charge of the 
athletic affairs of the student body. 
In the March of 1897 he opened a 
drug store with his father as senior 
partner. In 1910 he bought out his 
father’s interest.

He _ volun- 
teered with the Second Regiment of 
National Guards of California which, 
during the San Francisco fire, did 
excellent work in sanitation and look- 
ing after the water-supply. 

Mr. Lichthardt is a member of the

Society, member of the Second Con- 
gress of Applied Chemistry. He was 
at one time chairman of the Sacra- 
mento Central Committee and is at

the present time a member of that 
He is recognized as a 
strong insurgent of the Republican 
party. He was called as expert on 
food and drugs by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Public Health and Quaran- 
tine when the California Pure Food 
and Drugs law was enacted. For 
several years he has been analyst in 
the Sacramento City Board of Health. 

Mr. Lichthardt is recognized as an 
aggressive man in whatever he under- 
takes.

PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS, SACRA- 


MENTO MEETING, OF THE CALI- 
FORNIA PHARMACEUTICAL 
ASSOCIATION 

Another year has rolled around and 
the California State Pharmaceutical 
Association still lives—a bigger, jollier, 
and more prosperous organization than 
ever. When you, by your judgment, 
selected me as your president for the 
year, I accepted with some misgivings, 
believing that some other who had 
served longer in the ranks was more 
qualified than I, but fate and time 
either makes of us a failure or a suc- 
cess, and it is my earnest hope that 
you will not judge me too harshly. 
While there has been no great 
amount of work done in behalf of the 
Association, yet I have tried to uphold 


its dignity and character as best I 
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know, and as to the results I shall 
leave that for you to decide. 


In the past year’s work, as your 
president, I have endéavored to keep 


up the interest of the association, by 
letter and by personal visits to the | 


surrounding cities, and, where possible, 
to act as mediator, and in no case 
has thete been failure. The average 
druggist, as a rule, gives up too much 
time to small things, and jealousy is 
too much in evidence toward his com- 
petitor. I have, in several cases dur- 
ing the past year, brought order out 
of chaos by getting the druggists 
together that they might understand 
each other better; and I believe that 
this association, through its president, 
has a wide field in this direction. It 
is true that these visits are costly to 
the high office of president, but then 
he is president and he should be ready 
to give advice and assistance at all 
times, even though it does necessitate 
a trip to the neighboring city at his 
Own expense. Again, I believe that 
the president of this association can 


do more good in behalf of the drug- 


gists of the State by giving practical 
talks and advice, as well as making 
occasional visits to the neighboring 
cities, in his official capacity, than he 


ean by reading papers on ethical phar- — 


macy, or working for ethical legisla- 


tion, etc., which to the average drug- | 


gist of to-day is dry rot, and he usu- 


ally goes to sleep while you are pound- 


ing the air, endeavoring to convince 
him that he should sell only ethical 
preparations, high-class pharmaceuti- 
cals and national formula prepara- 
tions. To this he usually replies: ‘‘Oh, 
yes! That is all right, but what I 
must do is to get busy and keep for 
sale the goods that my trade calls for, 
whether it is suit cases or dolls, chew- 
ing gum or valentines; my business 


MUST SPELL SUCCESS..”’ 


I have only a few suggestions for 
your consideration, and they are given 


you, after careful study, for your 
welfare. 

The legislators of this year, through 
no fault of the association, did nothing 
for the druggists of the State; when 
in my mind this was the opportune 
time, but there was such a multitude 
of pharmaceutical legislation  pre- 
sented that we got nothing, and we 
alone are to blame, as we were not 
united and were working at cross 


purposes. 


Our Advisory Committee met with 
the State Board of Pharmacy in Octo- 
ber of 1910 and agreed upon certain 
legislation in the way of amendments 
to our present law, which amendments 
were to be presented through the 
proper committee, - This was done, and 
it necessarily brought up other pro- — 
posed bills pertaining to pharmacy 
from several sources, which completely 


destroyed our prestige with the com- 


mittee, with the usual results that 
where opinions and forces are divided 


there is total defeat. The several bills, 


presented to the last legislature by 
Mr. Bohnett, were introduced at the 
request of our fellow member, Mr. J. 
G. Munson, chairman Legislative Com- — 
mittee of the Alumni Association, and — 
was not the digest of the agreed 
amendments to our present pharmacy 
law, as formulated by the joint con- 
ference committee which was ap- 
pointed at our last. meeting. Mr. Mun- 
son, and his collaborators, wished to 
take all of the responsibility upon 
themselves, independent of the associa- 


tion; the result of this clash you are 


well aware. I hope that the next 
Legislative Committee that shall be 
appointed from the membership of 
this association will consist of seven 
members, two members from this as- 
sociation, two representing the aca- 
demic faculty, or State colleges, and 
two from the State Board of Phar- 
macy, with your president as ex-officio 


member, and I sincerely trust that the 
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members will be practical men and 
not teachers of theory only: 


I believe that our State colleges 
that give a degree in pharmacy should 
by all means be recognized, and 
grauduates from such schools should 
be allowed credits when they appear 
before the State Board of Pharmacy 
for examination, as a special mark 
of respect to the colleges, and to those 


who are laboring in the interest of | 


better pharmacy; but I do not think 
it wise to leave our legislation en- 
tirely in the hands of the academic 
faculty, or Alumni Association, al- 
though their views should at all times 
be taken into consideration. 

I hope that this association, through 
its. officers, will continue to fight for 
the interchange of certificates, based 
upon certain standards of qualifica- 
tions, as I deem it a necessity, as well 
as a step forward to a higher recogni- 


tion of the work being done in other 


states. 


I still concur in the recommenda- 


tions of our previous Board of Trustees 
that our State Board of Pharmacy 
should consist of five instead of seven 
members, as it is at present; and they 
should be men actively engaged in the 
practice of pharmacy. And, I would 
go farther, that the State Board of 
Pharmacy consist of three members, 
and a secretary, who shall give their 
entire time to this work, and to be 
paid a straight salary of, say, $2,000 
per year and expenses. 

I would recommend that a com- 


mittee of three be named, at this time, 


to draw up proper resolutions, and 
present to the Governor of our State, 
asking him that in the event of a 
vacancy occurring in the State Board 
of Pharmacy, while operating under 
the present law, that we would con- 
sider it a favor and a mark of respect 
and consideration to our State As- 
sociation, that before. any appoint- 
ments are made that this 


as-— 


sociation, through its president and 


executive. committee, be consulted. 
This slight recognition on the part of _— 
our governor would stimulate and 


strengthen our association. 


This association, through its mem- 
bers and druggists generally, should 
encourage the women to study and 
take up pharmacy as a_ profession. 
The colleges could materially help this 


along by correspondence, and by offer-— 
ing special inducements, as I consider — 


women in pharmacy a most valuable 
asset. 

I am not, at this time, prepared to 
endorse the movement for an amend- 
ment to our law for a college pre- 
requisite in order to practice pharmacy 
in this State. First, we are too young 
an organization, and second, our State 
is growing rapidly and is very ¢os- 


mopolitan, and therefore to force this 
measure on the druggists of this State 


would work a great hardship. 


I call particular attention to our 
local fire insurance companies who are 


doing a grand work and saving the 


druggists and merchants throughout 
this State thousands of dollars in 


premiums each year; and this money, 


as a rule, remains in the State. Our 
last legislature legalized the Mutual 
Insurance, Interstate and Commercial 
Underwriters Insurance companies, 


after a hard fight with the old line 
companies, and to-day you are in a 


position to save from twenty-five to 
fifty per cent. of your premiums in 
cash, and still have ample protection. 


You should resolve that you will give 


this your consideration, and do it now. 
I would also call your attention to 
a matter of grave importance, and 


that is the places for the future meet- 


ings of this association. We should 
strive to hold these meetings at the 
most convenient places, places easy of 


access, where there are good local at- 


tractions, and where those contemplat- 
ing the pilgrimage to the annual ses- 
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sion can look forward to the meeting 
as a vacation, where they can be 
amused without it being a burden of 
expense on the local druggists. There- 
fore I would suggest the seashore 
cities, where there seems to be some- 
thing doing every minute. 

A word about slot telephones: the 
druggists are burdened with free 
service for postage stamps, free tele- 
phones, city directory, ete. At the 
same time this same citizen, who ex- 
pects so much free service from the 
druggist, will buy most:of his drug 
sundries and toilet articles from the 
department store or of some catalogue 
house. Now, why should not the 
druggist put in slot machine tele- 
phones—you could do it. This ques- 


tion is being agitated throughout the 


East, and many cities are installing 


_ them through the interest taken by the 


local and State association, and are 
getting a revenue, which helps a 
little—wise men. 

Now, for Sunday closing. This ques- 


tion has been fought out many times 
by most of you who are present, but 
at this time it is being tried out in 
several of the cities in the State, and 


to my personal knowledge it is work- 


ing out well. Your clerks are better 


men, you are a better-hearted and 
happier proprietor, for it is the long 
days that make our profession a 


drudgery and drive our best men, 


both clerks and proprietors, out of the 
ranks. If you can not close your 
store all day, arrange your hours so 


that your store can be closed from 


one to six p. m. on Sunday. Now, 
try it, for say, three months, and I 
will warrant that you will stay by it. 

As president, it seemed wise that 
cnr association should go to the rescue 
of the druggists in the different parts 


of the State, who are being prosecuted 


for alleged violation of the Pure Drugs 
and Food Law, and the time seemed 
ripe for such action. A- committee, 
representing the druggists throughout 


the State, met with the State Board 
of Health in Sacramento, about Febru- 
ary first, laying their complaints be- 
fore them. This committee was given 
every consideration at the hands of 
the Board of Health, and the result 
was a mutual understanding as to the 
attitude the board would assume to- 
ward the druggists. We were pleased 
to know that it was to be a friendly 
one, providing, however, the druggist 
would be honest to himself and to the’ 
trade. This committee learned that if 
all those, against whom complaint 
had been filed, would have answered 
the several citations before the board, 
either in person or by letter, explain- 
ing their position and circumstances 
surrounding their alleged violation, a 
great many of the druggists would — 
have had their fines suspended, as it 
is not the purpose of the Board of 
Health to persecute, but to prosecute, 
when you are given a chance to live 
up to the law and do not do so. 

. The State Board of Health welcomed 
the conference of this special com- 


mittee, and the president and secre- 


tary gave the committee, representing 
the association of the druggists from- 
the South, every assurance that they 
gladly welcomed our co-operation, ask- 
ing that the association appoint a 
standing committee to confer with 


them, from time to time, on all mat- 
ters wherein the interests of the drug- 


gists were concerned. Your president 
thereupon appointed the following 
members on that committee: F. M. 


Boswell, Los Angeles; H. S. Kirk, 


Sacramento, and EK. L. Baldwin, San 
Francisco. These members to act for. 
the association and the druggists of 


the State, to properly present your. 


ease before the State Board of Health. 
It is my wish that this committee be 
continued. 

There is a movement on foot in this 
State to establish a fund to be ealled 
the Hallberg Memorial Fund, the 


amount so raised to bé added to a 
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similar fund now being subscribed 
throughout the United States, to build 
a memorial and assist the family of 
our late Professor C. 8. N. Hallberg, 
past president of the American Phar- 
maceutical Association, and I heartily 
endorse such movement. I trust that 
this association will take the proper 
steps to join in this good work. 

I would recommend that sufficient 
funds be raised at this meeting to pay 
off the debt of this association, and 
that the proceedings of this meeting 
be printed in the official organ of this 
association, or in pamphlet form, and 
‘a copy be mailed to each member. ° It 
has been: the custom of this associa- 
tion to name some pharmaceutical 
journal, published in the State, as the 
Official organ of this association, but 
as there are several publications of 
this character in the State, and all of 
them anxious to be designated as the 
official organ, I do not feel justified, 
from the number of letters I have 


received from different sources, and 


from publishers, to recommend any 
one publication, but will leave that to 
the wise judgment of our next presi- 
dent, or to the executive committee. 


I wish to call attention to the mem- 
bers of this association to the very 


wide criticism given the druggists by. 


the recent exposures in the New York 
World of the methods used by the 
diuggists of New York, in filling pre- 
scriptions, and on substitution. This, 
if true, indeed warrants us to look 
well to our laurels, that we do. not 
lay ourselves liable, and that we ad- 
here to the good old teachings of being 
‘‘honest with the patient and honest 
with the doctor.’’ 


I want to say a word about the 


present Board of Pharmacy. It has 
been my privilege to be present at two 
of their meetings, and I must say that 
their work is far above the average, 
and when a man takes their examina- 
tions and gets the required average, 


he may well feel proud. Their very 
painstaking and practical examina- 
tion is commendable, and I feel sure 
that every applicant is treated courte- 
ously, and with great consideration. 
Their efforts in enforcing the law, re- 
garding the sale of narcotics, is com- 
mendable and worthy of your support, 
and you should, at all times, be ready 
to advise with them when you have 
reason to believe this all important 
law is being violated in your vicinty. 


It will be some time before we shall — 


again have an opportunity to ask for 
amendments to our present pharmacy 


law; therefore, let us now begin to 
plan that when the time does come 
again, we may be united for ONE 
purpose, and that purpose to be for 
better pharmacy. We should work 


for the Pure Drugs Law to be placed 
in the hands of the State Board of 


Pharmacy; for I believe that in the 
operation and proper interpretation of 
the law the practical druggists are 


better qualified to handle the matter, 

in the interest of the public, than any 

other body of men. | 
This association, at its last meeting, 


held in San Francisco, agreed to re- 


frain from participating in any legis- 


lation whereby the present Board of 


Pharmacy would be disturbed during 


their present tenure of office. In view 
of this agreement, it was ill-advised 


for any of the members to compromise 


the association by promoting legisla- 


tion that would bring discredit. upon 
the association; therefore, in justice 


to all, as president, I wish to say 
that the California State Pharmaceuti- 


eal Association, as an association, did 


not endorse any movement of this 


kind. Let me say I sincerely hope 
that when the time is ripe for the 
future committee on ~ pharmaceutical 
legislation to act, they will not at- 
tempt to pass an entirely new phar- 
macy law; for by so doing it would 
open up a fight from all quarters— 
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grocers, jobbers, venders, Chinese 
doctors, fakers, and schemers would 


flood the legislature with freak laws. 


Rather let us study the weak points 
of our present law and offer amend- 
ments that will strengthen it, and to 
my mind this can best be handled by 
a committee on legislation, as previ- 
ously indicated. 
The druggists of this State, as well 
as our association, have been especially 
honored within the past few months 
through one of our members receiving, 


at the hands of our President, Wil- 


liam H. Taft, a commission to repre- 
sent the United States at the World’s 
Opium Congress, to be held at The 
Hague, in the person of Mr. H. J. 
Finger, and I wish to congratulate 


those who made it possible for Brother 


Finger to receive this appointment, 
for I do not recall, among the mem- 


bers of this association, any one who 
is more qualified. I feel sure that 


he will come back to us having ful- 
filled his duty by performing a good 
service. 


The movement for the establishment 
of a branch of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association on the Pacific 
Coast seems to lack enthusiasm, but I 
hope that the committee, who have 


this in charge, will continue in the 


good work. 
In the organization of the State 


Ladies’ Auxiliary by Mrs. Fletcher 


Howard, the ladies have accomplished 


a great work for the druggists of this 


State, and it is my hope that the presi- 


dent, and those interested with her, 


will continue their noble work for their 
organization, as their enthusiasm adds 
strength and vigor, which nothing else 
can. | 


I want to say a word in commenda- 
tion of the wholesale druggists of our 
State. They have stood up for the 


ing. 


retail druggists on all occasions, and 
helped us fight our battles, as well as 
giving us the financial assistance that 
we most needed. You will always 
find them in the front ranks, fighting 
the battles for progressive pharmacy, 
and assisting the druggists to a higher 
financial plane. The wholesalers are 
the first men to come forward with 
their cash to keep our association 
meetings attractive and interesting, 
and are always good fellows—and we 
need them and their councils. 


What would we do without the good 


old traveling salesman, and the travel- 


ing men’s auxiliary? He is first in 
war, first in peace and first to help 
you out when you are in trouble. A 
happy smile, a hearty hand-shake, a 
good big order—and a good bye. Well, 
we hope he will live forever, for with- 
out him life would not be worth liv- 


I have sent greeting, by telegram, 
presenting the compliments of our 
State Association to. the American 
Pharmaceutical Association at their 
convention in Virginia, and to our 
State medical societies during the year, 
and judging from their replies I feel 
that the association has been amply 
rewarded for its efforts. 


In closing I feel grateful for the 
honor you have conferred upon me, as 
your president, and I pass the gavel to 
my successor, wishing him God speed, 
knowing that you will support him 
with all zeal and enthusiasm.

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DRUG CLERKS AND DRUG CLERKS’ 
SALARIES* 


By Frederick C. Lang, Ph. C. 


The subject that was suggested to 
me for a paper was Drug Clerks’ 
Salaries. I did not realize what a 
‘difficult subject it was until I tried to 
get definite data for a paper. 


You can well understand that it is 
a very easy matter to ask an employer 
what salary he pays his clerks, but it is 
an entirely different proposition to 
have him tell you the truth. It is 
only human nature for a man to boast 
of his generosity, but ask the clerks 
and you will get an entirely different 
story, and even he will very often claim 
he is given a much larger salary than 
he really is getting. — 

However, judging from the opinion 
of a number of our ‘most prominent 


druggists, I find that the average drug 


clerk receives from ninety to a hun- 
dred dollars a month, of course there 


are exceptions, some of the smaller 
stores only paying from seventy-five 
to eighty-five dollars, especially in the 


southern part of the State, where the 
cost of living is lower and the salaries 
as a consequence are reduced in pro- 
portion. | 


_ Regarding the college man in the 
drug store, I found that the average 
druggist. preferred the college man to 
the non-college man, but among the 
larger stores it made little or no dif- 
ference whether a man was a college 


graduate or not, providing he was well 


qualified as a salesman. The man that 
was able to get the most merchandise 
over the counter was the man that 
they were always seeking for. 


There is no doubt In my mind, and 
I think you will agree with me, that 
he would have been a much better 
man if he had received a proper edu- 
cation for his calling.

The man must have a college educa- 
tion, even to be a good salesman in 


the drug business. Not only must he 


be a good talker but it is absolutely 
necessary that he should know about 
what he is talking. He certainly does 


not know about. what he -is talking 


unless he has had the proper training 
in the theory as well as the practice 
of pharmacy. This you certainly can 
not obtain by washing bottles and 


running errands. 


The great National Cash 
Company would not think of sending | 


out a man to sell their product with- 
out first preparing him especially for 
this task. He first goes into the 


factory where he is instructed, to the - 


minutest detail, in the mechanism of 


his machine, after which he is given 


his course in salesmanship. In other 


words this concern insists upon its. 


salesmen being thoroughly familiar 


with the product which they sell as 


well as knowing how to sell. 
Now, gentlemen, if it is necessary 


for a large concern of this kind to 


observe such care in the selection and 
education of their employees, how in 
the name of common sense do you 


expect to build up a successful busi- — 


ness or have any professional standing 
with physicians or the laity if the 
clerks you have in your employ are 
not properly qualified, by education, 
to practice their profession. Can you 
blame physicians for dispensing their 


own medicines under such conditions? — 


You can not conduct a first-class 
store with a second-class man and the 
sooner you realize the truth of this 
the sooner will you reap the profits 
therefrom. 


You all realize that the average em- 


ployer does not attempt to teach the 
boy in the store anything regarding 
pharmacy. In the first place he rarely 
has the time even though he may be 
so inclined, and secondly he rarely 
has the inclination even if he has the 
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time. Naturally the boy drifts until 


he receives a notice from the State 
Board of Pharmacy that his apprentice- 
ship term has expired and he decides 
to take the State board examination. 
Then with a quiz compend he pre- 
pares for his life work. He may 
qualify at his examinations and pos- 
sibly attain a very good rating, but 
so could a parrot if you were to take 
the time to teach him certain questions 
with their corresponding answers. 
You must realize that the subjects 
of chemistry, materia medica, theoreti- 


cal and practical pharmacy and toxi- 


cology can not be crammed into any 
man’s head in six months or even 
four years, unless that man has the 


assistance of competent instructors in 


these subjects. | 
It is my opinion that if we have 
better educated men we would no

WHAT IS FLAKE WHITE? 
. By Prof. F. T. Green, | 
To answer tersely and quoting Alt- 


field, will state that ‘‘toilet flake white 


is bismuth oxynitrate. Artists flake 
white is a form of dry white lead.’’ 
‘Watts Dictionary of Chemistry 
states that Flake White is ‘‘A term 
applied indiscriminately to pure white 


lead and to basic nitrate of bismuth.’’ 


The U. 8. Dispensatory (Wood, Rem- 
ington and Sadtler) says: ‘‘The con- 


stant use of face powders or cosmetics 


containing lead carbonate or flake 


white as it is sometimes called, has 


produced serious results.’’ Sadtler 
and Coblentz says: ‘‘Bismuth sub- 
nitrate is extensively employed in cos- 
metics under the name of flake white.”’ 


A. H. Elliot in his Qualitative Analysis 


says that ‘‘Flake white is bismuth 
subnitrate and pearl white is bismuth 
oxychloride.’’ Witthaus, in his 
Manual of Chemistry, states that 


‘‘Plake white is trisnitrate or sub- 
nitrate of bismuth.’’ The Standard 
Dictionary defines it as ‘‘Pure white 
lead in scales used by artists as a 
pigment. When levigated known as 
body-white.’’ Thorp’s Dictionary of 
Applied Chemistry says that it is ‘‘A 
variety of white lead. The term is 
also applied to basic bismuth nitrate.’’ 
The new English Dictionary, Murray, 
says: ‘‘A pigment from the purest 


white lead in the form of flakes or 


scales.’’ Webster says the same, al- 
most, but adds, ‘‘that it is also tris- 
nitrate of bismuth’’ and quotes from 
Ure. The Century says (a) ‘‘in paint- 


ing the purest white lead in the form 


of scales or plates. When levigated it — 
is called body-white.’’ (b) ‘‘Basic 
nitrate of bismuth or pearl white.’’ 
Paul N. Hasbruck in ‘‘Painters Oils 
Colours and Varnishes’’ says ‘‘Flake 
white used by artists is a very pure 
white, not likely to discolor; it is on this 
account generally used as a finish over 
previous coats of white lead. It is pre- 
pared by grinding pure English white 
lead in poppy seed oil.’’ In ‘‘Modern 
Pigments and their Vehicles,’’ by 
F. Maire, one can find the origin of 
the name. He says: ‘‘There is one ~ 
grade of white lead which is known 
as Flake White. It differs in no wise 


from ordinary lead excepting that it _ 


is a selected white lead. The flakes 
which drop off the buckles, corroded 
by the stack system, have given it the 
name. This outer covering of the 
buckles is superior in opacity to that 
from which the flakes fell off and 
which comes next to the core of un- 
corroded lead that is more imperfectly 
corroded, and which in ordinary lead 


is averaged with the flakes and forms 


the white lead of commerce. There- 
fore flake white designates a quality 
of white lead of superior corrosion 
and which possesses extra good body.”’ 

Chemistry of Paints and Painting 
states that ‘‘White lead was known to 
the ancients. A face powder or cos- 
metic found in its original pottery box 
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of about B. C. 400 in the neighbour- 
hood of Athens, proved to be a mixture 
of white lead and whitening.”’ 

To summarize, Attfield’s definition, 
which repeated, reads: ‘‘Toilet flake 
white is bismuth oxynitrate. Artists 
flake white is a form of white lead’’ 
holds. Ordinary white lead, though 


it be manufactured by the Dutch pro- 


cess, will hardly answer. The toilet 
flake white is the result of substitution 
on the part of the druggist, a case of 
‘‘just as good.’’ This time not a 
reprehensible sophistication but an 
endeavor to eliminate the toxic in 
cosmetics. As one can see by the 
recent U. 8. D. definition, lead carbo- 
nate, although of therapeutic value 
in skin troubles, does not, like some 
patent medicines, fit all cases, hence 
its injurious action in some instances. 
There is no reason for associating the 
word flake with this toilet form for 
the bismuth salt is never in flakes. 
Some druggists look upon flake white 
as the substance you get when you 
order it from the wholesaler. Very 
convenient, but you might as well 


what your customer wants. According 


to Nickell’s Botanical Ready Refer-— 


ence you will get one of nineteen 
kinds, exclusive of twelve additional 
synonyms. In other words, first find 
out what the customer wants, then 
transfer common terms into the more 
specific when ordering.

You may see that the apothecary, on 
that trip, must have had troubles of 
his own. The ostrich, whose digestion 


‘had gone wrong, would have a pre- 


scription for pebbles Q. S. with which 
to grind the food in its gizzard, and so 


help to reduce the food swallowed in 


its entirety. The giraffe, whose throat 
was affected by a cold, would have to 


be served with a suitable, far-reaching 


gargle. The passengers were numer- 
ous, the quarters a trifle stuffy, but 


the trip was made without the. loss 
of life. Daily and hourly since then 


the druggist stands as a safeguard to 
his customers, we. all know how and 
why this is true. Well, time ran on a 
pace, the stone age found the apothe- 


-eary making his own working utensils, 


his mortar and pestle and graduates, 


ete., from stone. His work may have 
.been light, because the ladies were 


really too busy to have drug fads; 
they had sand and water to beautify 
the face and the sun to dry them, in- 


stead of face lotions, beauty cream, 
order snake root, expecting to get 


talcum and face powder. This age 
was not profitable to the dealer, but 
then rent and clothing were cheap. 


Not stopping by the way, we come 
down to Shakerpeare’s time when the > 
apothecary was described as a long, 
lean person, of solemn face and shabby

- way of his small room in which was 
kept a few love powders, lotions and 


bad-smelling herbs; a person to be 
feared and avoided; who would bleed 


the sick, apply leeches 
“face, or dispense poison to remove 


those who stood in the way of am- 
bitious persons. Gradually the drug- 
gist took on more learning and dignity, 
studied, worked and became almost 
natural, like other people. He began 
to build handsome stores and, when in 
my ‘young days, more than half a 
century ago, caught by the glamor of 


the bright bottles and lights, like the | 
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moth millers, I applied for and got 
a job and since then have found it a 
life sentence. My first work was mak- 
ing blue mass with a big iron mortar 


and heavy pestle. Getting tired of the 
continual lifting of the pestle, I went 


to the wood pile, got a hickory stick, 
nailed it to the floor, tied the pestle 


to it. It did the lifting and the work 


was easy. It was the first drug mill 
that store had. We used it for all 
work. The boss asked me the usual 
question why did not some one think 
of it before. But evolution continued 
on and on, and to-day we can often 
defy any stranger to discover the 
average drug store. The big display 
of shining shelf ware that was the 
druggist’s delight has been sent to the 
prescription department. We pay 


such awful rents that space is too 


valuable to use this way. Side-line 
after side-line has been added to keep 
pace with huge expenses and cut rates, 
which are cut deeper and deeper as 


- expenses increase, and many of our 


present stores have much more the 


appearance of a fair or bazar than a 


drug store, but somewhere inside there 
is a department for drugs, and one 


thing is sure, the successful drug- 
gists are better educated than ever 
before. They are better mixers and 
don’t growl, though certain that half 


of his trade belongs to the various free 
departments he must keep. Let us 
hope that further evolution will finally 


place us where, by right, we should 


be recognized, among the most honor- 


able of professional men. 


SHERMAN RILEY MACY 
Sherman R. Macy, dean of the High- 
land Park College of Pharmacy and 


Chemistry, died July 7, aged 46 years. — 


He had been dean of this institution 
for twenty-one years. He was author- 
ity on qualitative analysis and his text 
book on that subject is used by Armour 
Institute and other prominent techni- 
cal schools. He was State Chemist of 


Iowa for seven years, and graduate of 
Northwestern University. His widow 
survives him. Professor Macy was a 
member of the American Chemical 
Society and the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association. 

Professor Macy was not only pos- 
sessed of rare ability as a chemist and 
a teacher, but he was also extremely 
conscientious and a hard worker that 
was never known to shirk. The High- 
land Park College of Pharmacy owes 
its success and standing to his efforts. 
His untimely death means a great 
loss to the science of chemistry.

Alkaloid in Eschscholtzia California.—In 
eschscholtzia Californica (California poppy) 
of Algerian origin, Adam has found consid- 

erable quantities of chelerythrine, while 
Fischer has isolated from a plant of un- 
known origin, prvtopine, homochelidonine, 
chelerythrine and sanguinarine. The pres- 
ence of these alkaloids in plants grown in 
France could not be confirmed by Brinde- 


jone (Bull. soc, chim. France). He was. 


able to isolate an alkaloid, which he has 
ealled ionidine, and which was not identical 
with any of the above. This alkaloid, 
which is present in the air-dried plant to 
an extent of 0.25 per cent, oceurs, when 


crystallized from alcohol, as_ colorless, 


transparent prisms, which melt at 


154—156° C. ard have the empirical 


formula Ci1H2sO.Ns. The alkaloid is almost 


insoluble in water and ether, rather spar- 


ingly soluble in alcohol, but easily soluble 
in chloroform. No erystallizable salts 
could be obtained. JIonidine is a strong 
base. It yields a colorless solution with 
concentrated sulphuric acid, which is 
changed to violet by a trace of nitrous 


acid. With Froehde’s reagent an intense 


violet color, changing to brown, is pro- 
duced. Injected into frogs the alkaloid 


exhibited slightly narcotic properties. 


Science in Pharmaceutics 


Probably very. few practicing physicians 
realize that most of the larger manufac- 
turers spend very large sums of money 
upon what, in many eases, is pure and 
profitless scientific investigation. Such 
houses as Parke, Davis & Co., Mulford and 
others have spent hundreds of thousands 


of dollars in laboratory construction and 


selentific - investigation. More _ recently 


- [ally has joined the ranks by erecting a 


special building for purely scientific pur- 
poses. Of course, all these houses are 
doing business for the profit that there is 


in it; but they are striving honestly to do 


200d and scientific work. The value of all 
this: investigation by. commercial houses is 
tremendously increased since the formation 
of the Council on Pharmacy and Chemistry 
cf the A. M. A. Before it was a question 
of taking the word of an interested party, 
no matter what the scientific value of the 


statements uttered by such a house might 
be; in other words, there was always the 


element of suspicion. Now that is entirely 
dene away with, and the scientific work 
that these houses may do in their expen- 
sive and thoroughly equipped laboratories 


can be accepted at its full face value. 
Just because they may make a profit upon 


what they put out that is of value, we 
should not lose sight of the fact that in 
many instances that product is the result 


of only. one of many investigations, most 


of which have not proven to be of any 
real value. The scientific departments of 
our larger manufacturing houses are doing 
a real-and very valuable service to modern 
medicine.—Ed. in Cal. State Med. Journal. 


Saccharin an Adulterant—The referee 
board that was appointed to review some 
of the decisions of the Bureau of Chemistry 
has recently concluded its investigation 
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regarding the use of saccharin in food- 
stuffs. Those of our readers—and they. are 
many—who-re¢eive with regret the board’s 
decision regarding the use of benzoate 
of soda, will be pleased to learn of its 
decision in the ease of saccharin. The 
board. reports that ‘‘the continued use of 
saccharin for a long time in quantities over 
three-tenths of a gram per day is lable 
to impair digestion; and the addition of 
saccharin as a substitute for cane sugar 
or ‘other forms of sugar reduces the food 
value of the sweetened product and hence 
lowers its quality.’’ On the strength of 
these findings, the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has declared that 
saccharin-containing 
foods will be regarded as adulterated with- 
in the meaning of the Food and Drugs 
Act. As saccharin is several hundred 
times sweeter than sugar and by no 
means an expensive product, it has been 
used for years as a substitute for sugar 
by manufacturers who are more concerned 
with their dividends than with the quality 
of their products. Enormous quantities 
have been used as a sweetening agent in 
the inferior qualities of ginger ale, and it 
has been used to some extent by the 
manufacturers of canned corn, peas, etce., 
to lend an artificial sweetness to these 
Fortunately, this form of 


io cease, so far as goods for interstate 
commerce are concerned, after the first of 
July of this year. —Journ. Am. Med. Asso- 
ciation.

In the matter of ethics he has 
not much to boast of. He never does any 
earthly thing for anybody unless there is_ 
money in it, and he makes his deal in: 
advance—so miieh down and so much guar- 
anteed in case of cure. If he ever comes. 
across a happy discovery, he buries it deep 
in his heart, strictly for personal private 
use. . . He places the patient 
opnonite bie august self and begins and 
ends by feeling his various pulses two at 
a time. On the condition of the pulses de- 
pends much. It is customary to ask a few 
questions and listen to the patient’s own 
story. He then writes a prescription for 
first, second or third rate medicine, 
according to the ability of the buyer.

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Pharmaceutical Legislation and Drug Propaganda 


POISON LAW AMENDED 

The amendment to the California poison 
law, which went into effect June 2odth, re- 
quires that wholesale dealers shall keep a 
register of narcotic drugs sold, with the 
name and address of the buyer, and the 
quantity purchased. It also regulates the 
amount of narcotic drugs that can be used 
in prescriptions which may be refilled. 
Two new sections are added relative to the 
possession of opium for smoking and 
opium pipes. 

The modified sections are as follows: 
~ Seetion 8. It shall be unlawful for any 

person, firm or corporation to sell, furnish 
or give away or offer to sell, furnish or 
give away or to have in their or his posses- 


sion any cocaine, opium, morphine, codeine, 


heroin, alpha eucaine, beta eucaine, nova 
caine.or chloral hydrate or any of the salts, 


derivatives or compounds of the foregoing 


substances or any preparation or com- 
poftnd containing any of the foregoing 
substances or their salts, derivatives or 


compounds excepting upon the written 


. order of prescription of a physician, dentist 
or veterinary surgeon licensed to practice 
in this State, which order or prescription 
shall be dated and shall contain the name 
of the person for whom prescribed, written 
in by the person writing said prescription, 
or if ordered by a veterinary surgeon it 
shall state the kind of animal for which 
ordered and shall be signed by the person 
giving the prescription or order. Such 
order or prescription shall be permanently 
retained on file by the person, firm or 
corporation who shall compound or dis- 


pense the articles ordered or prescribed, — 


and it shall not be again compounded or 
dispensed if each fluid or avoirdupois ounce 
contains more than 8 grains of opium or 
1 grain of morphine, or 2 grains of codeine, 
or 14 grain of heroin, or 1 grain of cocaine, 


or 1 grain of alpha eucaine, or 1 grain of 
beta eucaine, or 1 grain of nova eaine, or 
60 grains of chloral hydrate, excepting 
upon the written order of the prescriber 
for each and every subsequent compound- 
ing or dispensing. No copy. or duplicate 
of such written order or preseription shall 
be made or delivered to any person but the 
original shall be at all times open to in- 
spection by the prescriber and properly 
authorized officers of the law and shall be 
preserved for at least three. years from 


‘the date of the filling thereof, provided 


that the above provisions shall not apply to 
sales at wholesale by jobbers, wholesalers 
and manufacturers to pharmacies, as de- 
fined in section one of an act entitled: ‘‘An 
act to regulate the practice of pharmacy in 


the State of California and to provide a 


penalty for the violation thereof; and for 
the appointment of a board to be known 
as the California State Board of Phar- 
macy,’’ approved March 20, 1905, and acts 
amendatory thereof; or Physicians, nor to 
each other, nor to the sale at retail in 
pharmacies by. pharmacists to physicians, 
dentists or veterinary surgeons duly licensed 
to practice in this State, provided further, 
that all such wholesale jobbers, wholesalers 


and manufacturers, in this section men- 


tioned shall before delivery of any of the 
articles in this section enumerated make 


or cause to be made in a book kept for 


that purpose only, an entry of the sale of 


any such article, stating the date of such 


sale and quantity and name of the article, 
and form in which sold, the true name and 
true address of the purchaser, the name of 
the person by whom such entry and sale — 
was made, also a statement showing how 
delivery was had, whether delivered per- 
sonally. or forwarded by mail, express or 
by freight, which book shall be substan- 
tially as follows: 7 |

Said book shall always be open for in- 
spection by any peace officer or any mem- 
ber of the board of pharmacy or any in- 
spector by them authorized, and such book

It 
shall be unlawful for any practitioner of 
medicine, dentistry or veterinary medicine 
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to furnish to or to preseribe for the use of 
any habitual user of the same any cocaine, 
opium, morphine, codeine, heroin, or 
chloral hydrate, or any salt, derivative or 
compound of the foregoing substances or 
their salts, derivatives or compounds; and 
it shall also be unlawful for any prac- 
titioner of dentistry to preseribe any of 
the foregoing substances for any. person 
not under his treatment in the regular 
practice of his profession, or for any 
veterinary surgeon to prescribe any of the 
foregoing substances for the use of any 
human being; provided, however, that the 
provisions of this section shall not be con- 
strued to prevent any duly licensed physi- 
cian from furnishing or prescribing in good 
faith as their physician by them em- 
ployed as such, for any habitual user of 
any narcotic drugs who is under his pro- 
fessional care, such substances as he may 


deem necessary for their treatment, when 


such prescriptions are not given or sub- 


stances furnished for the purpose of evad- 


ing the purposes of this act, provided that 
the above ‘provisions shall not apply to 
preparations sold or dispensed without a 
physician’s prescription containing less 
than two grains of opium, or one-fourth 
grain of morphine or one-half grain of 
codeine, or one-sixth grain heroin, or one- 
sixth grain cocaine, or one-sixth grain beta 


eucaine, or ten grains chloral hydrate in one 


fluid ounce, or, if a solid preparation, in one 
ounce avoirdupois ounce, 
See. 2. A new section, to be known as 


section 8a, is hereby added to said act, to 
read as follows: 


Section 8a. The possession of pipes used 
for smoking opium (commonly known as 


opium pipes) and the usual attachments 
thereto is hereby made a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall be punish- 


able by the penalties prescribed 1 in section 7 
of this act. | 


Sec. 3. A new section, to be known as 


section 8b, is hereby to said act, to 


read as 


Section 8b. All narcotic drugs specified 
in section 8 and also pipes used for smok- 
ing opium (commonly known as opium 
pipes) and the usual attachments thereto, 
seized under the provisions of this act, 
shall be ordered destroyed by the judge of 


the court in which final conviction was 


had; said order of destruction shall con- 
tain the name of the party charged with 
the duty of destruction as herein required. 


See. 4. Section 9 of said act is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 9. The sale or furnishing of 
carboli¢ acid (phenol) in quantities of less 
than one pound is prohibited unless upon 
the prescription of a physician, dentist or 
veterinary surgeon duly licensed to practice 
in this State, but this prohibition shall not 
apply to solutions of carbolice acid (phenol) 
containing not over ten per cent of ethyl 
alcohol. All sales of carbolic acid (phenol) 


thus diluted so as to contain no more than 
ten per cent of carbolic acid (phenol) may 


be made under the same conditions as the 
drugs enumerated in schedule ‘‘B’’ as 
found in section seven, but sales of car- | 
bolic acid (phenol) containing more than 
ten per cent. of said acid shall be regis- 
tered subject to the same regulations as 
the poisons enumerated in schedule ‘‘A’’ 
as found in section seven.

The people of the State of California, 
represented in senate and assembly, do 
enact as f ollows: 


Section 1. Section three hundred 


and eight of the Penal Code is hereby 


amended so as to read as follows: 


308. Every person, firm or corporation 


which sells or gives or in any way fur- 


nishes to another person who is in fact 
under the age of eighteen years any to- 
bacco, cigarette or cigarette papers or any 
cther preparation of tobacco is guilty. of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished for the first offense by 
a. fine of not less than twenty-five dol- 
lars nor more than one hundred dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment for not more 
than sixty days; and for the second of- 
fense by a fine of not less than fifty dol- 
lars nor more than two hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment for not more than 
ninety days; and for each subsequent of- 


-fense by a fine of not less than one hun- 
dred dollars and not more than three hun- 
dred dollars, or by. imprisonment for not 


less than ninety days nor more than six

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months, or by. both such fine and in- 
prisonment, 

Every person, firm or corporation which 
sells, or deals in tobacco or any preparation 
thereof shall, within ninety days after 
this act becomes effective, post conspicu- 
ously and keep so posted in his or their 
place of business a copy of this act, and 
any such person failing to do so shall 
upon conviction be punished by a fine of 
five dollars for the first offense, and 
. twenty-five dollars for each succeeding 
violation of this provision, or by im- 
prisonment for not more than thirty 
days. 

The secretary of state is hereby author- 
ized to have printed sufficient copies of 
this act to enable him to furnish dealers 
in tobacco with a thereof upon their 
request for the same.’ 


This Act takes aBasi sixty days from 
and after March 24, 1911, and this 


notice is given in pursuance of the 
provisions of said Act.

printed: 


‘<Tistributed by Chichester Chemical Co.’’ 

The package contained twenty pills and 
considerable advertising matter, wrappings, 
ete. Attention is called to some of the 
statements in a booklet contained in the 
package entitled: 


“Relief for Ladies. Directions for Use of 
Diamond Brand Pills.” 
“To Our Old Customers, 

“Change of Name. 

“Our Remedy was formerly called “Chi- 
chester’s English Pennyroyal Pills,’ but on 
account of unscrupulous imitations offered 
under the name of ‘pennyroyal’ our remedy — 
will hereafter be known only as ‘Chi- 

chester’s Diamond Brand Pills.’ ”’ 

“Treatment may be begun at any time, 
although in some instances the pills are | 
more effective if taken about the repular 
time for the ‘menstrual flow. As a rule, 
however, it is found that more satisfactory 
results are secured by beginning treatment

imitations,’’ ete. 


The aggregate weight of the pills con- 
tained in the package amounted to 8.7963 
gm., or about 0.44 gm. for each pill. The 
pills, when deprived of their coatings, 
weigh about 0.2600 gm. (4 grains) each, 


the coating constituting more than half 


their original weight. The coatings consist 


- essentially of calcium carbonate, although 


a small quantity of sugar is present. 

By the usual tests the presence of some 
preparation of aloes and of ferrous sul- 
phate was demonstrated. Tests for the 
presence of black hellebore, tansy, penny- 
royal, savin and certain other reputed 
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abortifacients resulted, in each _ case, 
negatively. Ergot or its preparations 
could not be detected. While the identi- 
fication of mixed plant extracts, especially 
those which contain constituents not readily 
isolated, is a matter of great difficulty and 


is often impossible, it would appear, from 


the examination, that the chief medicinal 
constituents of the pills are aloes and iron 
sulphate, the latter ingredient being present 
to the extent of about 144 grain to each 
pill. The statement of the manufacturer 
that the pills are sugar coated is scarcely 


warranted by the facts. The change of 
name from ‘‘Chichester’s English Penny- 


royal Pills’’ to one in which the word 
‘‘Pennyroyal’’ does not occur is signiftcant 
in view of the fact that no pennyroyal 
sould be found in the pills. Under the 
Food and Drugs Act it would-be illegal to 
sell as ‘‘Pennyroyal Pills,’’ pills that did 
not contain that constituent. 


A package of these pills retails for $2, 
or at the rate of 10 cents for each pill. An 
examination of the price lists of several 
large manufacturers of pharmaceuticals 
reveals that pills very nearly correspond- 
ing to the above may be bought in quan- 


tities for about 22 cents a hundred. The 


profits in retailing at $10 per hundred 


ought to be satisfying even to the most 
-avaricious.—Journ, Am. Med. Assn. 


[Editorial Note: The above is interest- 


ing information. The manufacturers of 
this long known notorious remedy (7?) 
have evidently become discreet, as far as 
the pure food law is concerned, but more 


- erooked than ever as far -as the public is 


concerned. Formerly the pills were credited 
with abortifacient properties. Now the 


manufacturers know that they have no 


such properties, but the manufacturers 


continue to mislead the public in the belief 


that the pills have the same properties as 


before, charging an exorbitant fee therefor 


simply because the poor dupes who may 
want them are willing to pay. Of course 
the public will soon learn of the deception, 
but in the meantime the manufacturers 
have grown rich and are ready to go out 
of business. |

A Special beiaiiel in the Chemical, Microscopical and Bacteriological 
Examination of Drugs and Foods 


The demands of the vouitad: state and municipal pure food and drug laws make 
it imperative that pharmacists, wholesale druggists and dealers in food products, should 
have all of their goods properly examined and certified, and it is eminently desirable 
that such persons should be able to do much of this work themselves, inasmuch as 
guarantees cannot always be obtained and are in some cases given by irresponsible | 
parties. This course is designed to enable those who complete it to properly qualify 
themselves so as to be able to pass upon the purity and quality of products which they 


manufacture, buy or sell. 


The course will extend over a period of one college year of seven calendar months, 
divided into a fall term and spring term. The fall term will open September 30, 1911, 
and terminate with the Christmas holidays (December 17, 1911). The spring term 
will begin January 5, 1912, and terminate May 1, 1912. All applications should be in by 


September 30, 1911. Those who complete the entire course will be granted certificates 


to that effect. 
The Lecture and Laboratory Courses are as follows: 


First Semester (Fall Term) 
A. Chemical. 


1—Qualitative determination. 


Tests for impurities in acids, alkalies and salts of etarhiaeeutical interest; these are 
to be interpreted by the student according to the. purity requirements of the uU, 8. P. 
The order of work will be the inorganic acids, both concentrated and dilute, alkali 
hydrates, the hydrates and carbonates of the alkali earths, the salts of the alkalies and 
alkali earths, with inorganic acids, to be followed by salts of the metals. 


Tests for impurities in organic liquids, also tests for identity of such bodies as 
alcohol, ether, chloroform, glycerin, turpentine, fixed oils, and petroleum distillates. 
The chemical identification of salts and liquids which are physically revme ares is studied; 
also the identification of unknown samples. 


. 2—Quantitative estimation. 


a—Gravimetric. 


Beginning with the inorganic acids and ending with the quantitative estimation 
of liquids, such as, the official liquors (Liquor Ferri Chlor., Liquor Magnesii Citratis, 
Liquor Zinci Chloridi, etc.) and other preparations. The ‘student will be instructed 
and drilled in quantitative gravimetric technique; estimations in triplicate will be re- 
quired; gravimetric estimation of certain constituents of pills and tablets will be studied, 
guch as Calomel Triturates, Blaud’s Pills, Mercury Iodides, etc. 


b—Volumetric. 


This course embraces the use of apparatus and the calibration of burettes, cylinders 
and pipettes, in relation to each other. The preparation of normal and fractional- 
normal, also standard solutions is required of the student. Indicators are compared 
and their color changes made a subject of investigation. The courses embrace alkali- 
metry, acidimetry, analysis by precipitation, oxidmetry, indirect oxidation and reduction. 


3—Combined qualitative and quantitative work on chemicals and galenicals, em- 


ploying both ‘gravimetric and volumetric processes. Colorimetric work, showing 
methods of estimating small quantities of Ammonia, Iodine, Tannin, Pyrogallol, Gallic 


Acid, Copper and Iron Salts; the object being to educate the color sense of the student 
for quantitative estimations. . 


B. Microscopical and Bacteriological. 
4—The microscopical examination of drugs; foods and textile products. 


A laboratory course consisting of the microscopical examination of simple and 
compound vegetable powders, cattle powders, poultry powders, insect powders and face 
powders; examination of breakfast foods, infant and invalid foods, flours, meals, breads, 


nuts, roots, tubers, bulbs and vegetables. Critical microscopical examination of spices, 
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cocoa, tea, coffee and their more common of 


fermentation products, textile products, as cloth, silken goods, papers, pasteboards, | 


etc.; examination of meats for trichinae; examination of milk and dairy products. 
5—General pharmaceutical bacteriology. 


Lectures and reviews.on the occurrence, range, morphology and physiology of ace 
teria; immunity, natural and acquired; phagocytosis; toxins, ptomaines, anti-toxins; 


opsonins and -opsonic index, bacterial vaccins, ete.; vaccine virus and vaccination, bac- 
terial and protozoic diseases; public health and sanitation; health laws, rules and 
regulations; bacteriology of foods and drinks; fermentation and a products 
and their uses, and industrial microbes. 


%*—Commercial pharmacography. 


A Course of lectures and reviews on the source and commerce of drugs; the culti- 


vation of drug-yielding plants; drug sophistication; standards of purity recognized by 


the pharmacopoeia and by customs inspectors; drug deterioration; old, standard and 
new remedies. 


7—Foods and their adulterants.

4—-Milk analysis, uranlysis (both qualitative and quantitative) ; : gasometric work on 


Spt. Ether. Nit., Aq. Hydrogen. Diox. and similar compounds. Estimation of alcohol 
content of tinctures, fluid extracts and mes or Drogeigiary medicines. | 


5—Bacteriological food medicinal substances. 


-A laboratory course in the bacteriological examination of meats, milk, water, sera, 
tinctures, fluid extracts, medicinal waters, etc.; the preparation of koumys, of microbic 
soil fertilizers, of microbic rat, mice and other pest exterminators; sterilization of 
_ pharmaceuticals and of water supplies, disinfection of public buildings, sewage, etc.
